Therefore, it would : + that” 
the first: consideratio# should. be 
a playgroond, which the commit- 
tee chairman admits; evidently 
reluctantly, can be had at Kozy 
Kove. 

However, an overseer and. pos- 
sibly a life guard ‘would be a. ne: 
cessity, ‘which’ together with a 
few flights of ‘boniastic oratory in 
advancement. of -q idealistic

He' spoke of the 
Chicago public school board that 
is trying’ ‘to take the song “America” 
fronr the school song books, and told 
of; the sé-called intellectuals who 
call the “Star. Spangled Banner,” 
eruel. and. saimeouth, His talk was 
continually interrupted by «great 
bursts of applduse from the throngs 
in thé audience.’
